Washington.Dec. 13. Thehouse today
passed three appropriation bills the
urgency deficiency, fortifications and
military academy and made fair
progress on the pension bill. Mr.
Cochran secured a record-makin- g vote
on the appropriation for the collection
of the income tax, the vote standng 49

to 169.
Thefortification bill as passed car-

ried $1,879,057 $5,478,646 less than the
estimates, and the military academy
bill, $457,679 $127,372 less than the esti-

mates The pension bill, to which the
day will be devoted tomorrow, carries
$141,381,570 $200,000 less than the esti-

mates, and $10,200,000 less than the ap-

propriation for the current fiscal year.
The house this morning immediately

went into committee of the whole for
the further consideraton of the urgen-
cy deficiency bill and appropriations.
The pending amendment was that of
Mr. Henderson. (Rep., la.,) to reduce
the appropriation of $250,000 for spe-
cial examiners to $125,000. It was lost

59 to SS.
The committee then rose and report-

ed the bill t the house with a favor-
able recommendation. The previous
ouestion was ordered and Mr . Cock-ra- n.

(Dem., N. Y.,) moved to recom-

mit the bill with instructions to strika
out the appropriation for the collection
of the income tax. Mr. Cockran's mo-

tion was defeated 19 to 169.

Eor pallor, boudoir
ind drawing room crs. the ctiarse per
(eat is not to be greater thau one-ha- lf cent
per mile.

BUILDING AT SUP PLY TO BE 0HA2TG-1- 3

TO A TERRITORIAL AFPAIR.

Governor Rcnfrow is Actively Inter-
ested in Securing Possession of the
Valuable Property Near Woodward
and Turning it into an Asylum br
the Insane Oklahoma News.

Special Dispatch to tho DaHr Kasle.
Guthrie. Dec. 13. It begins to look as

though Woodward's agitation for the
use of old Fort Supply and its build-
ings as a territorial institution would
succeed.

It will be remembered that when
General Schofield decided that eastern
Anarchists were more dangerous than
western Indians and concluded with
that in view, to transfer many western
regiments east of the Mississippi river.
Fort Supply was one of the western
forts to catch the blight. The soldiers
marched away and the people of
Wooward were mad and talked about
Indian scares and the like.

The fine buildings of the fort with
their water-work- s and electric light

plant and sewerage system still re-
mained. They cost somewhere in the
neighborhood of $200,000.

After the departure of troops the
secretary of war transferred the mili-
tary reservation, comprising seventy-tw- o

square miles, to the secretary of
the interior and the whole will soon be
opened to white settlemnt.

The people of '..Woodward wanted
those big fort buildings used for
something and so they set to work. It
was finally decided that they were
just the thing for some territorial in-

stitution and Governor Renfrew's aid
and influence was solicited. IIe.it was
discovered, was favorable to the plan
and is doing all In his power at pres-
ent to bring the change about.

It is not yet known definitely what
institution will b located here, but it
will probably be the insane asylum.
At present Oklahoma has to send all
its insane to Illinois and of course the
expense yearly is enormous.

HEWAM DAMAGES.
Guthrie, O. T. Dec. 13. An import-

ant damage suit is on trial at Stillwa-
ter, where William Ransom, a wealthy
citizen of Jngalls, Oklahoma, is suing
United States Marshal Nix of Oklaho-
ma, his bondsmen and the deputy mar-
shals for 310,450 damags. The history"
of this suit is quite interesting. Sep-
tember 1, 1S93, John Hixon, a deputy
marshal, followed by five other mar-
shals attacked the noted Dalton gang
of outlaws at Ingalls, Payne county
Hixon and his trusted band of mar-
shals had watched around Ingalls for
several days, and had playedthe roll
of travelers. They had located the no-
ted Bill Dalton and his gang in Ingalls
and on the evening of September 1,
went into town In an immigrants wag-
on. In front of Mr. Ransom's busi-ne- s

house the Daltons were found and
a terrible fight resulted. Four deputy
marshals were killed and one outlaw,
and one of the gang was captured.
In the terible fight that followed Wil-
liam Ransom's business was riddled
with bullets, and his leg was broken
and much damage was dono to his
property. It is for this that Mr.
Ransom asks damages of Marshal
Nix. The case will be one of the most
Interesting tried in Oklahoma.

RESERVATION IS ALL RIGHT.
Washington, Dec. 13. For soma time

tho officials of Oklahoma City have beeu
in trouble by reason of a misprint in the
law donating the military reservation

that town for school purposes.
The law as printed reads: "All property
held for free school purposes, but should
tiuvo read: "Sold for free school purposes."
This fact became known to the officials
after they had sold about $10,000 worth of
property, and bence they were very much
troubled. They wrote to representatives
in Washington and others connected with
the bill aud were informed that it would
be necessary to have a j ant resolution put
through congress In order to correct the
inihttiko Tney had concluded to muk-tu-

efiort, but upon an investigation made at
the depnrtment of state todav, it was dis-
covered that the original bill reads: "Sold
for free school purposes." and hence it is
all riitht and no additional legislation is
needed. The printed copy fails to follow
the origincl. the mistake originating with
some of tliH pie counter enrolling clerks of
the house iu preparing copy for the public
printer.

BUDD CASE SUBMITTED.

Judicial Intimations are that tho Ap-

plication will be Dented.

San Francisco, Dec. 13. The guberna-
torial contest case was before the state
supreme court today. The matter came
up ou an application of Chairman Corn-
wall of the Republican central committee
for a writ of maudate to compel the boaid
of election commissioners of San Francis-
co to appear and show cause why they
should not throw out and refuse to count
tho returns from sixty-si- x precincts in
this city which waro not properly certified
to them by the precinct election ollicers.
After long arguments by the attorneys
the case was submitted. The decixiou of
the court was reserved nnttl tomorrow
morniug, two of the justices intimated
pretty clearly that Cornwall's application
would be denied. This will force the Re-

publicans, in order to defeat the election
of liudd, to carry the coutest into the state
legislature.

ficers reside or make payments. It is
provided that no part of the salary
fees, or emoluments of any state,
county or municipal officer is subject
:o income tax and no return thereof
shall be mad of the salary or fee of
scuh officers. Salary received by
government officials In 1SS4 shall be
included in the first annual return to
be made on or before the flrat Mon-
day In March. 1S95.

METHOD OF APPEAL.
Appeals and the method thereof are

allowed and prescribed in all cases
where the persons charged with the tax
is dissatisfied with the decision of a
deputy collector or collector. In the

instance the appeal is to the col-
lector, and if dissatisfied with his de-
cision the appellant may have the en-
tire cause with all the papers and
evidence relating thereto transfered
to the commissioner of internal reve-
nue for his decision.

Severe penalties are imposed on all
oflicers and other persons who make
known in any manner, particulars
contained in or relating to any return
of any tax payer or any fact as to the
source or amount of the income of
any such person. Collectors are
strictly directed by the regulations to
rigidly enforce this provision. As all
original returns are forwarded to and
filed in the office of the commissioner
of internal rvnue, the opportunity for
exqosure of the facts protected by this
provision wll be greatly reduced.

The tax on incomes for the year 1S91

will be due nnd payable on or before
the first day of July next, and If not
paid at that time the penalties will at-
tach for nonpayment. The collection
of the tax when delinquent will be
enforced in the same manner as in
cases of enforcement and collections of
other taxes under the lnterernal rev-
enue laws of the United States.
